WASHINGTON — (UP) — The 
Library of Congress has received 
endowments from private individ­ 
uals totaling almost $2,000,000 for 
developing its collections or pro­ 
moting cultural activities not with­ 
in the scope of congressional ap­ 
propriations. 
The library listed 16 different 
endowments which have been re­ 
ceived since creation of its Trust 
Fund Board in 1925. six of which 
have total face values of more 
than $100,000. The total anticipa­ 
ted y early income from all of the 
funds is set at $58,6 30. 
The largest bequest adminis­ 
tered by the board is that of J o­ 
seph Pennell, totaling $329,86 5, for 
the purchase of material to be 
added to the Pennell collections of 
fine prints.

During 19 40, aa an instance, 
acquired from the United States the larg- 
part of her needs—23.4 million barrels—with

In spite o f strenuo us effo rts to develo p in­ 
digeno us o il reserves, little pro gress has been 
made in recent years, altho ugh no o fficial data 
has been made available. H er o wn o utput is be­ 
lieved to be belo w 2,8 00,000' barrels to which 
co uld be added her share o f pro ductio n o n the 
Island o f Sakalin and the very sm all o utput in 
Fo rmo sa, which to gether co ntributed so me 2,100,- 
000 barrels Oil fro m Manchurian shale pro vides 
abo ut ano ther 1 ,000, 000 barrels a year, making 
the to tal o f crude o il available to Japan so me­ 
thing in ex cess o f 5,900.000 barrels, o r ro ughly 
200 o f what she purchases o utside. 
Since the past summer Japan has virtually 
been cut o ff fro m o utside supplies. N either the 
United States no r the Dutch East Indies, which 
in the early mo nths o f 1941 had furnished so me 
pro ducts to it, have made any shipments. 
F o r sto rage supplies, acco rding to estim ates
